bezzlement, the abstraction 
of 
notes 
and bonds and with making false ent­ 
ries. 
It was not established during the 
trial what became of $103,000, which he 
and his brother were charged with hav­ 
ing embezzled.

was understood that 
Noah Marker had been playing the cot­ 
ton market, and it is believed that the 
money was used for that purpose. 
When Noah Marker entered his plea 
of guilty in the federal court this morn- ;

son.

Women Question a Carnegie “Tech’» Pro­ 
fessor in New York. 
W hen Prof. A rthur Hamm erschlag of 
the Carnegie Technical wchool declared in 
a lecture at the W aldorf-Astoria, New 
York, that labor leaders were not prop­ 
erly selected and that technical school 
graduates should lead the workmen, he 
met with interruption from unexpected 
sources.

The man who 
should be selected is ?he one most skilled 
in

placed iu charge of philanthropic insti­ 
tutions.” 
Who, then, is to be blamed 
if these institutions do not prove to be 
w hat their financial backers expected? 
W hat is needed in work of this sort 
is the individual, not the individual’s 
money. 
Institutional social service can 
never be made successful until this need 
is supplied. 
“Sustained enthusiasm ” is 
possible only w*hen personal interest is 
aroused. Money assistance is impersonal 
assistance and therefore spiritually val­ 
ueless.—W oman’s National Daily. 


The Modern Boy Is Keen and Quick. 
And yet this teacher agreed with the 
opionions of all the others whom 1 con­ 
sulted that the boy of today has not 
less brains than his forerunners, is keen-

far better informed, at least concerning 
matters in general, and has many more 
sides of his nature appealed to than did 
his father or grandfather in their boy­ 
hood days.

It is second 
nature added to nature, or rather it is 
second nature absorbed by nature. The 
will is no longer the source of the deed. 
The boy is the subject, the habit is in 
control. 
And the boy is like a garden in 
wbich, if flowers 
are not cultivated, 
weeds will grow. 
If good habit* are not 
formed, evil ones will !•<*. 
No boy ever 
remains in a state of equilibrium. 
Good 
habits or bad will eventually have him. 
and the pity of it is that they have him 
before he, in his ignorance, understands, 
or those who are responsible, perceive. 
If he has the good halets it will he be- 
caiwt* they have been made 1 <»r him as 
well as by him. It would be as reason­ 
able to expect a hoy to make his own 
clothes as bis habits. 
F o r example, take the matter of meet­ 
ing and overcoming difficulties. The most 
o f the men who succeed do so because 
first of all success is in them. 
Most 
failures are due not to difficulties, but to 
the spirit, the attutde—the lack of ha­ 
bitual thoroughness—of doing work to 
completion.

The greatest tragedy in the annals of 
the unhappy house of H apsburg is re­ 
called by an extraordinary article in the 
Fester Lloyd by the Princess Louise of 
Belgium. 
The 
princess 
describes her 
thoughts before the statue, in the Buda­ 
pest City park, of her late brother-in- 
law, the Archduke Rudolf, only sou of 
the Em peror F ra u d s Joseph. 
It will be remembered that the crown 
prince contracted in 1881 a loveless m ar­ 
riage with the Princess Stephanie of Bel­ 
gium (now* Countess Lonyay). 
In the 
succeeding years he endeavored to ob­ 
tain from the Pope a oivorce in order 
to m arry the beautiful Baroness M ane 
Yetsera. 
The Emperor, his father, fiercely op­ 
posed the project of divorce, and on the 
fatal night of January 30, 1889, the 
baroness and her lover, then aged 31, 
committed suicide in the hunting-box 
of Mayerling. 
The crown prince, going 
to her room, is believed to have found 
that she had poisoned herself. 
He cov­ 
ered the body with tiow*ers and shot him­ 
self through the head. By the Em peror s 
orders the chateau was razed to the 
ground and a convent now stands in its 
place. 
“Alw’ays when in Budapest,” says the 
Princess Louise in her article, “ I take 
the same walk. 
I .walk to the city park, 
my heart beating, and I suddenly come 
to a standstill before a statue. 
It is a 
huntsman in stone, who gazes dreamily 
before hi in. 
“Long-forgotten scenes come back to 
me. A world of memories storm s my 
soul-thoughts and feelings that never quit 
me. I see the crown prince before me in 
the strength of his youth. 
I hear his 
voice saying, ‘W here shqll I find the wife 
I w ant? Tell me her name??* 
“ ‘Go to Belgium. 
There 
a 
flower 
blooms—my sister Stephanie:” And he 
went. I see the wedding, a picture of 
happiness, of peace. 1 see the spring; 
then so soon afterw ard the autum n and 
the dreadful end. 
“The voice of the Crown Prince Rudolf 
still rings in my ear. 
The year before 
his death we walked together in the 
beautiful park of Lakenburg. 
‘The most 
beautiful thing.’ he says, ‘would be to die 
when one is 30, in full possession of 
strength, knowing and feeling one could 
do all things unfettered by circum stance!’ 
“Certain persons exist who say they 
know the facts of the crown prince’s end. 
They are silent: they live upon the price 
of their discretion. They alone, perhaps, 
know* the conclusion of the tragedv. 
I 
know ail th a t went before in all its 
phases. 
I um silent, but for other rea­ 
sons.” 
Only last month one of the characters 
in the imperial dram a passed aw ay in the 
person of Baron Louis Vetsera, w-ho died 
in Colorado.

Iu the February number of H arper’s 
Bazar, Ralph Pulitzer prints the third 
aud last of the papers in which he so 
brilliantly arraigns New York society. 
Iu this article, which describe« a New 
York ball. Mr. Pulitzer’* pen is very 
6harply pointed. 
For €*xampie, he says: 
“The hostess issues the invitation» to 
her dance only a week or even five days 
before the event. 
At first thought this 
might seem to be a mistake, giving a 
suggestion of the impromptu with its 
attendant geniality 
and 
inform ality, to 
what should be an nugust and deliberate 
ceremonial. 
But deeper 
consideration 
will show that this very briefness of n<>- 
tice is a circum stance full of pomp and 
prestige. 
It dem onstrates that the host­ 
ess i« a lady of such caliber that she 
need fear the rival entertainm ents of no 
lesser ladies on the evening of her choice; 
that her invitations are paramount, to 
be eagerly accepted, no m atter what 
else her guests had planned for that 
night. 
The only danger iu this method— 
that one of the few other hostesses of 
equal position 
with 
herself 
should 
chance to choose the same night for u 
ball of h»*r own—is avoided by each of 
these hostesses having secured the social 
rights to a certain week in wrinter for 
her annual ball, and on this week none 
of her equals would think of infringing.” 
The home of the bail is of course the 
center of suspense. 
The hostess her­ 
self is unruffled. 
She is a proud and 
worldly-wrise lady who has been giving 
her balls year before year a» far back 
as she cares to remember. 
W ith her 
W'ea*fh and her position the giving of a 
bali reduces itself to a very simple for­ 
mula. 
She has quickly edited her last 
year’s list of guests up to date, adding 
liere, erasing there, as deaths, debuts, 
und divorces necessitate, and has with 
judicial discrimination elevated a few 
worthy outsiders to the ranks of socie­ 
ty. 
She has then instructed her secre­ 
tary to address invitations to the names 
on her list. 
Having selected the young 
man whom she wishes to lead her co­ 
tillon. she has then ordered the flowers, 
the food, the orchestru. and the favors 
as methodically as she has ordered the 
guest». 
It never occurs to her t<> spec­ 
ulate as to w hether her guests will fail 
to enjoy themselves any more than as 
to whether any of them may fall and 
break their legs. Buch worries she leaves 
to the m ajority of hostesses who have 
to give balls for a social livelihood. As 
for herself, it is not a question whether 


her ball will seem a success to her guesta, 
but whether her guesta will be a success 
at her ball. 
It may as w*ell be con­ 
fessed at once that she is not typical 
of most hostesses of New York society, 
but she is typical of what they would 
all like to be. and this is an occasion 
on which it seems more magnanimous 
to typify the few ideals than the many 
actualities. 
A t half past 11 the first covey of 
guests flits in, finds refuge in the cloak­ 
rooms, and stealthily w aits for reinforce­ 
ments. 
These early arrivals are unfor­ 
tunates who w*ere not able to get invita­ 
tions to either of the opera houses. They 
have been unable to pass the evening at 
the theater because to wear decollete 
dresses there would be improper, owing 
to the obscure law which In our country 
has hitherto made It iudeceDt to expose 
at the play those identical physical *x- 
panses which it is obligatory to exhibit at 
the opera. 
They have therefore been 
doomed to domesticity, and have been 
dragging themselves through the endless 
hours since dinner, in the and atmos­ 
phere of home, nervously alternating be­ 
tween the easy-ehoir, the piano, the 
bookcase and the dressing table. 
At the 
earliest possible moment they have shak­ 
en the dust of their habitation from their 
slippers, and, accompamed by mother, 
brother, husband or maid, have sped to 
the ball. 
» 
Now the second orchestra, which has 
been furnished to alternate with the first, 
so th at there shall be no lapses in the 
music, arouses Itself from its dejected a t­ 
titude of vaiting for the worst, aud 
from its end of the room takes up the 
relay race of melody. 
It is by this time 
playing to standing room only. 
The 
great room is filled with a dazsling mass 
of fashionable humanity. 
Those who 
have escaped from the operas nave add­ 
ed themselves to those who have escaped 
from the homes. 
The crowd stands, its 
members jostliug one another politely, 
nodding, smiliug, shaking bauds, turning 
the cold shoulder, seeing, making itself 
seen. 
The dancers have become congest­ 
ed into an amorphous mass which oozes 
round and round. 
From time to time 
this viscous whirlpool casts out an ex­ 
hausted aud bedraggled couple, and from 
time to time a fresh pair, united in the 
holy bonds of waltz or two-step, wedge 
their way into the struggle. 
No one can for a moment doubt that 
the dancers are doing their duty. 
But 
in the seemingly aimless conglomeration 
w*hich covers the rest of tiie floor, a use­ 
ful work is also proceeding. 
The de­ 
butantes are being assorted 
and 
ap­ 
praised, for the beauty of fheir faces or 
the bounty of their families. 
Men, at­ 
tracted for the one or the other rea­ 
son, secure introductions, chat a moment, 
and then cement the new acquaintance 
by a plunge into the turmoil of the dance. 
The ball is now* over. 
It ha» gone into 
the history of balls. 
The hostess feels 
that her duty to society has been accom­ 
plished, her labors consummated. 
H er 
thoughts turn longingly to cool sheets, 
soft pillows the broken slumbers that are 
at least better than unbroken waking. 
H er head aches; each false curl feels as 
if it were made of iron, her tiara as 
though it were oast of lead. 
She feels 
the 
wrinkles 
gnawing 
through 
their 
shroud of artificial smoothness, she feels 
the skin collapse into sagging folds and 
pouches. 
She pulls herself together and, 
with a dreadful effort, smiles as the 
young leader of her cotilion bustles up to 
say good night. 
H e congratulates her on 
the success of her entertainm ent, shakes 
hands with her and her daughter, and 
hurries aw*ay with the complacent air of 
the doctor who is able to say that he 
thinks m other and child will now do 
nicely. 
The hostess turns to her daughter, who 
is .standing waiting fretfully next her, 
and leaving her on this* monotonous scene 
of 
well-won 
trium ph, 
drags 
herself 
proudly like a wounded lioneRs to the 
elevator that will take her to her lair.

PROTEGE OF THE KING. 


Rapid Promotion 
of 
Admiral B eatty 
Ascribed to Social Relations. 
The rapidity that marked the promo-« 
tion of Lord Nelson, England’s greatest 
admiral, has been outdone by the speed; 
with which Capt. David Beatty of th« 
royal navy has attained high honors. 
A 
special order has been issued by the 
admiralty, after a council, which waives 
the regulation requiring six years’ serv­ 
ice as captain before promotion to rear 
admiral, and the official announcement 
of promotion will follow iu a few days. 
The special order refers only to Capt. 
Beatty,and Is based presumably on Uis 
service record. 
BiK folks are wondering 
how* much of the handsome young cap­ 
tain’« “acceleration” is due to the wealth 
and social abilities of his wife, a daugh­ 
ter of M arshall Field, who was M rs. 
A rthur Tree before she married her pres­ 
ent husband. 
Capt. Bee tty is only 38 years old. 
Nelson was 39 when he was made rear 
admiral. 
Thirteen years ago 
B eatty 
served under K itcheuer in Egypt and 
took command of the gunboat flotilla oix 
the Nile. 
His gallantry and ability wers 
so conclusively show*n at A tbara and 
Oradurman that he was decorated with 
the Distinguished Service order, which 
ranks second in favor among m ilitary 
men only to the Victoria Cross. 
During the Boxer troubles in China 
Beatty commanded the battleship Bar- 
fieur. 
Again he distinguished himself 
and was rewarded 
with the post of 
captain at the early age of 29. 
la 
the adm iralty office B eatty is looked 
upon as one of the most capable staff 
officers, and he has acted as naval ad­ 
viser to the council of the w ar office. 
In social life Capt. Beatty has mad« 
quite as notable a record. 
Looked upon 
as the handsomest officer in the navy, 
he won the attention of Mrs. Tree, and 
after her divorce in 1901 she m arried 
Capt. Beatty. 
H er father, 
Marshall,, 
Field, approved of the union, and th« 
happy pair soon established themselves 
in society in a way that only the great1 
wealth of Mrs. B eatty and her husband’s 
professional honors made possible. 
The B eatty’s rented 
Invereauld, 
a 
magnificent shooting place in Scotland^ 
close to Balmoral, King Edw ard’s Scotch! 
palace. 
There, as in I.»ondou and a t 
Brooksby Hall, the country place of th« 
B eatty’s, royalty showered favors upon 
them and King Edw ard was almost 
a s 
frequent a guest at the home of Capt. 
and 
Mrs. 
B eatty 
as 
the latter were 
welcome at Balmoral, W indsor and St. 
Jam es’. 
On the continent, too, Mrs. 
Beatty attracted the attention of the 
King, and Capt. B eatty, a« the King’» 
aid-de-camp, was constantly at the aide 
of Edward V II. 
There can be no question that the 
social relations between Capt. 
B eatty 
and the King have much to do w ith 
Ins rapid promotion, but for all th at 
there is not a caviller to say that the 
gallant seaman has not shown himself 
in every way deserving of his honors.

Smce the moment M axi­ 
milian saw the light not a day bra 
passed but his fond and brainy mother 
has spun some thread of intrigue to re­ 
habilitate him and his younger brother 
and to place them in the line of suoces- 
sion to the A ustro-H ungarian crowr..

would seem that she will attain hev pur­ 
pose. 
The Emperor, who receutly mad« 
the former Countess Chotek ducbess of 
Hoheuberg, with the title of royal high­ 
ness, gave another extraordinary proof 
of bis favor by inviting her to the court 
ball on Wedriosdav, giving her prece­ 
dence after the archduchess.

MACHINE TOOLS AND PROGRESS. 


Their Present Form Called the Result of 
Long Development. 
Like other accomplishments of modern 
civilization, says 
Cassier’s 
Magazine, 
machine tools in their present forms are 
the result of a progress of slow develop­ 
ment. 
A machine does not spring full fledged 
into existence, but is gradually evolved 
from some original type, gaining here 
and there a useful member ami losing 
here and there a superfluous one, thus 
illustrating the survival of the Attest. 
The early machine tools were of the 
crudest workmanship, and many parts 
were made of wood. In fact, the transi 
tion from wood to iron in the construe 
tion of machinery was in progress during 
the early part of this last century, aud 
the formation of much of the machinery 
built at that time involved the conver­ 
sion of structural shapes required for 
wooden machines into similar shapes in 
metal. 
In the first change from wood archd 
teetural shapes and ornamentation were 
considered 
desirable to make machine 
tools and other machinery meet what 
seems to us now the rather barbaric taste 
of those who were to use them. In some 
cases beds and uprights were panelled, 
in others they w'ere decorated with fancy 
curves and intricate moldings, and show 
a remarkable contrast 
to 
the 
plain, 
sturdy framework of today.

Galveston, Tex., March 28.—J. Og­ 
den Armour, the Chicago packer, who 
is looking over the company’s inter­ 
ests in Texas, gave out an interview 
at San Antonio in which he suggests 
that the government should investi­ 
gate the farmers’ trusts, w'hich he de­ 
clares are responsible for the high 
prices of meats, and not the packers. 
"The packing houses must buy their 
beeves and sheep and hogs from the 
men who grow them,” said Mr. Ar­ 
mour. 
“lf we can buy the animals 
cheap we sell the finished packing­ 
house products cheap; but if the farm­ 
ers, who are organized and banded to­ 
gether in unions and leagues, decide to 
steadily advance the price we have tc 
pay them, and of course have to make 
the prices of the finished products ac­ 
cordingly. 
“The handling of beeves and sheep 
by the packing houses is not affy more 
expensive now than ten years ago, but 
steadily the price of cattle and hogs 
has been advancing and nothing is 
said about the farmer who raises them 
and who in combination with others 
make their own 
prices, which the 
packing houses must pay. 
If the 
growers made prices accordingly the 
packers could afford to reduce price. 
‘‘This is all to be shown ar the trials 
of the packers. 
I have no fear of fed­ 
eral conviction as a member of the 
beef trust, for there is no unlawful 
beef combine and we have not violat­ 
ed any law'. 
The packers are not in 
t Ii*1 
cattle-rasing business and 
the 
combine starving the people, if it ex­ 
ists, isynot the packers.”

Gary, Ind., March 29.—A peculiar 
situation has resulted from rivalry be­ 
tween this city and East Chicago. Last 
week East Chicago annexed Whiting 
and Hammond, and members of its 
council boasted that it would be a big­ 
ger city than Gary. 
The common 
council here held a special meeting 
Monday and annexed East Cbicago: 
taking in with it, of course, the two 
cities that it annexed last week. 
The exact description of the limits 
of East Chicago, including Its annexed 
territory, was obtained secretly Satur­ 
day night and Monday when the coun­ 
cil met the records had all been pre­ 
pared and in five minutes the ambi­ 
tious city was a part of Gary. "Until 
we had defeated annexation in the 
courts we could not sell a bond for 
any local improvement or for school 
purposes. 
We don’t want East Chi­ 
cago, and apparently the only way to 
defeat them from getting Gary is to 
anndx first,” said Mayor Knotts. 
If the council proceedings hold good 
in court the amalgamated city will 
have 100,000 Inhabitants, and be the 
largest city in Indiana outside of In­ 
dianapolis. 
The news that Gary had 
annexed all the Calumet region has 
caused more excitement in this part 
of the state than anything that has 
happened since the civil war.

North Dakota is going to learn to spell 
if the plans worked out by the educators 
of the state for a revival of interest iu 
correct spelling work out.

old fashioned speihug bees, to be inaugu­ 
rated in the district schools all over the
